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Whither are we Drifting? 


“ Another attem pt was made last 
“ last night to burn the Navy build­ 
in g s —the second or third during the 
“ last month. 
It is rumored that the 
“incendiaries are in the interest of 
“ men in high places, and that the ob- 
“ject is to destroy evidence of immense 
“ frauds in that department, amount­ 
i n g to over one hundred and forty 
“millions of dollars, the proceeds of 
“sale of ships, stores and war material 
“at the close ot our late civil war; 
“also, some four or five millions ex­ 
p en d ed in the last Presidential elec­ 
c ió n in the interests of Grant.” —Ex­ 
tract from Washington correspondent 
New York Herald. 
When D a n i e l W e b s t e r rose in the 
Senate of the United States in 1832, in 
reply to Senator H a y n e of South Car- 
olrna on the Coustitutional question 
of State rights, embracing the right of 
secession, he opened that great effort 
In his usual ponderous manner, with 
the following words: 
“ M r P r e s i d e n t : W hen the mar- 
“ iner has been tossed for many days 
“in thick weather and on an unknown 
“sea, he naturally avails himseli of 
“the first pause in the storm, the ear- 
“liest gleam of the sun, to take his 
“ latitude aud ascertain how far the 
“elements have driven him from his 
“true course. 
Let us imitate this 
“prudence, and, before we drift fur- 
“ther, refer to the point from which 
“ we departed, that we may at least, 
“be able to conjecture where we now 
“are. I ask for the reading of the res­ 
o lu tio n .” 
Would that we had a W e b s t e r in 
the Senate of the present day to rise 
in reply, not to the Senator of South 
Carolina, but to call the attention of 
the tax-ridden people to the above an­ 
nouncement, in connection with the 
living stream of fraud which has, 
from time to time, been exposed dur­ 
ing the whole period of the present 
imbecile Government. 
For near an 
entire decade we have patiently borne 
up under the weight of a debt of over 
two thousand millions of dollars, at 
an average interest, including the 
cost of engraving and printing bonds, 
commissions to syndicats, brokers and 
ageut8ofat least 8 per cent; and instead 
of this burden growing lighter, it is 
increasing daily, aud at present the 
principal business of the Government 
seems to be the devising of means of 
further oppresing the people—not to di­ 
minish our national obligations, but 
to meet the demands upon its proflig­ 
acy. We are well aware that In times 
of actual war, peculation, villainy 
aud downright robbery is the rule— 
honesty the exception—but, after it is 
over, there is no excuse for this state 
of things. W ith proper men at the 
head of affairs, we would speedily be 
brought back to the original groove 
of honesty, economy and accounta­ 
bility in office. 
Has this been done? 
Look at the vast number of gigantic 
swindles perpetrated by men in high 
places, which have been unearthed 
during the present administration; 
and what has been done with them ? 
Why, they have been referred to com­ 
mittees, the majority of whom were 
trem bling for their own safety, aud a 
mutual whitewashing has been the 
result, and many of them still remain 
in high places—others, less fortunate, 
have retired with colossal fortunes— 
some to play the role of “American 
snob” in Europe, whilst others have 
gone to the quiet shades of elegant 
private life, aud among them a former 
Vice-President of the United States! 
We deal in stubborn facts, not fiction 
or abstraction, and the time is at 
hand when the people will do like­ 
wise. For what purpose do we elect a 
President? 
Under the Constitution 
he is the executive power. 
His oath 
of office requires that he shall see the 
laws faithfully administered. 
Has 
the present Executive done so in the 
numberless cases briefly alluded to in 
this paper? W ith the startling noto­ 
riety given in the extract which 
heads this article, that the naval 
buildings are threatened by incendia­ 
ries, to destroy evidence of trem en­ 
dous frauds in that department, has he 
initiated the proper steps to enquire 
into the m atter? Nay, verily. 
I t is 
said th at four or five millions of that 
fraud are intim ately connected with 
himself and special friends. 
Hence 
he desires no investigation. Let the 
naval buildings go, and the evidence 
of fraud with them; I will not stir 
the matter. 
’Tis said N e r o fiddled 
whilst Rome was in flames. 
Does 
G r a n t excuse himself by this prece­ 
dent ? 
The Democratic party, in its 
most degenerate days, were merely 
bungling, petty-Iarceny rascals, when 
compared with the present party; and 
peculation was generally coufined to 
the borders and frayed edges of its 
skirts, never reaching the heart of the 
party. 
The present party — or, at 
least, its leaders—seem to have re­ 
duced villainy to a science and are en­ 
deavoring to raise it to a standard of 
respectability. 
It has run through 
the whole catalogue of crime, from the 
robbing of a soldier’s widow of her 
peqsion, up to that of W a r r e n H a s­ 


t i n g s ; aud, with them, it only re­ 
quires the stamp of success to give it 
respectability. We are, therefore, not 
surprised to see the people turning 
their thoughts to the primitive days 
of Democracy. We do not mean the 
Democratic party as it existed in its 
latter and degenerate days. 
We 
know something of that for we con­ 


fess to having served it in times gone 
by as faithfully and much longer than 
did J a c o b for his wife, R a c h a e l ; and 
the Bibical parallel don’t stop here, 
for we have been deceived and cheated 
by it quite as often—but we mean the 
pure 
principles of Democracy, as 
taught by J e f f e r s o n and M a d i s o n . 
We have ever had more confidence in 
the sober, second thought of the peo­ 
ple than in mere party, and we are 
pleased to see them moving in this 
direction. We have great hope in the 
recent Grange movement — not so 
much in its original design of correct­ 
ing the irregularities of trade, for 
trade will regulate itself as surely as 
water will find its level, but rather in 
the fact that whilst investigating the 
laws of trade as between the producer 
and consumer, their minds may be 
directed to the higher subject of the 
science of legislation and Govern­ 
ment; for, after all, it is upon these 
that our prosperity and happiness de­ 
pend. 
In this way they may trace 
many of the evils under which they 
labor to bad Government, aud be eua- 
bled to apply the remedy. 
From the 
vast uatmul resources of our country, 
we can carry a heavier load of tax a­ 
tion and bad Government than any 
other country on the globe; but be­ 
cause we can do so, is it logical to con­ 
clude that therefore it must be im­ 
posed, whether or uot the exigencies 
of Government require it? 
So long 
as the people saw that the National 
debt was being reduced, however frac­ 
tionally, they were content to bear up 
under their burdens; but when these 
small diminutions ceased entirely and 
propositions made for heavy loans to 
meet the current expenses of the Gov­ 
ernment, notwithstanding the great 
shrinkage in the appropriation bills 
for necessary public works, and that 
ways and means are being devised to 
impose still heavier burdens upon 
them, no wonder they have rebelled, 
and, taking a retrospect of the past, 
long for the golden days of Democ­ 
racy. 
To the Grangers, who are 
chiefly composed of the honest tillers 
of the soil, we look for much in ulti­ 
mately restoring our Government to 
its constitutional functions and the 
original object of its creation. We 
are not alone in this confidence in the 
people; most of our greatest and pur­ 
est patriots nave participated in this 
sentiment, and have 
been 
largely 
guided by the precepts and examples 
taught them in their younger days in 
the Granger’s cottage, and by none 
more than by the em inent man whose 
exordium to his great speech in an­ 
swer to Senator H a y n e we have al­ 
ready quoted at the head of this arti­ 
cle; and we know of no more fitting 
conclusion than by quoting his perora­ 
tion, w h ic h is in the following elo­ 
quent w o rd s: 
“W hen my eyes shall be turned 
“ to behold for the last tim e the 
“sun in heaven, may I not see him 
“shining on the broken and dishon­ 
o re d fragments of a once glorious 
“ Union; on States dissevered, discord­ 
ant, belligerent; on a land rent with 
civil feuds or drenched, it may be, in 
“ fraternal blood! Let their last feeble 
“and lingering glance rather behold 
“ the gorgeous ensign of the Republic, 
“ uow known and honored throughout 
“ the earth, still full high advanced, 
“ its arms and trophies streaming in 
“ their original lustre, not a stripe 
“erased or polluted, nor a single star 
“obscured—bearing for its motto no 
“such miserable interrogatory as— 
“ What is all this worth ?—nor those 
“other words of delusion and folly— 
“Liberty first and Union aftenvaras— 
“ but everywhere, spread all over in 
“characters of living light, blazing on 
“all its ample folds as they float over 
“ the sea and over the land, aud in 
“ every wind under the whole heavens 
“ that other sentiment, dear to every 
“American heart—Liberty and Union, 
“now and forever—one and insepara­ 
b le .” 


Tustin City. 


Mr. C. T u s t i n , an old Californian,is 
one of the few men around whom so­ 
ciety is ever ready to cluster. H e come 
to California at an early day, and 
pitched his tentón San Francisco Bay. 
Very soon the people followed him 
and the beautiful town of Petaluma 
was the result. 
Four years ago he 
purchased a barren raueh, in the East 
end of Los Angeles valley, and as us­ 
ual, his magnetism has attracted a 
community around him, aud the town 
of Tustin is the result. 
We had heard 
of this man and Tustin City before but 
never until a few days ago visited 
them. The reader may, like us, won­ 
der why some men possess the luck or 
secret of building up towns more than 
others; but when you visit Mr. T u s­ 


t i n aud Tustin City it is all explained. 
The town is located in the midst of a 
grove, surrouuded with the most love­ 
ly, fertile country on earth, which is 
uow being rapidly filled up with a 
thrifty class of farmers. 
It is only 
eight miles from Newport, which is 
the shipping point for all that portion 
of the country. They are now receiv­ 
ing their lumber there for $26 per 1,000 
feet. 
They can and will ship their 
produce from that point, until this 
valley is connected with the mines by 
the Los Angeles and Inyo Railroad. 
They have an elegant school-house, 
store and blacksmith shop, all in a 
flourishing condition. 
Several new 
buildings are now going up. There is 
one other secret about the growth of 
this place, and it is this: The soul of 
Mr. T u s t i n is as great and liberal as 
the soil around him. I t requires such 
men to attract communities, aud keep 
up the progress of the world. 


O u r old friend D. B. W o l f , better 
known as “Barney,” of San Francisco, 
is a candidate for Clerk of the Su­ 
preme Court. He is a good fellow and 
thoroughly competent to fill the posi­ 
tion to which he aspires.

Senate Proceeding -No Chance for the 
Admission of Pinchbeck. 


C h i c a g o , March 13th.—A Times 
Washington special says: “There is no 
chance for Pinchbeck’s admission. 
The speech of Christiancy, of Michi­ 
gan, yesterday, while it made no 
votes, is indicative of the way all new 
Republican Senators will vote.” The 
same special says: In his speech, yes­ 
terday, Christiancy showed he liad uo 
great reverence for Attorney-General 
Williams. 
In one place he blamed 
him as one of the President’s bad ad­ 
visers, and again he made a point 
whicli he said was conceded by all 
lawyers Jn America, General W il­ 
liams alone excepted, if he might call 
him an exception. The Senate, in*ex- 
ecutive sesión, yesterday, decided to 
close the debate on the Pinchbeck 
question Tuesday. 
W a s h i n g t o n , March 13th.—The 
Senate resumed consideration of the 
resolution for the admission of Pinch­ 
beck. 
Edmunds, of Vermont, moved 
to amend the resolution by inserting 
the word “not” before the word “ad­ 
m itted,” so as it would read “Essolved, 
That P. B. Pinchbeck be not admitted 
as Senator from Louisiana,” etc. This 
being the amendment Edmunds said 
it was the understanding that the vote 
should not be taken to-day, and he 
would not, therefore, ask the Senate 
to vote now. 
Thurman then took the floor aud 
spoke in opposition to admission of 
the applicant. 


C o n g r e s s i o n a l N e w s . 


W a s h i n g t o n , March 12th.—The 
Senate this afternoon decided upon 
the following order of business: The 
consideration of the Hawaiian treaty 
on Wednesday. The Pinchback reso­ 
lution to be resumed to-morrow, It 
beiug understood that the vote shall 
be taken next Tuesday; after that the 
Hawaiian treaty to be disposed of. It 
is generally thought that the session 
will term inate by the end of next 
week, with no action on the resolu­ 
tion recognizing the Kellogg Govern­ 
ment. 
The Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations made two amendments to 
the Hawaiian treaty, which with the 
treaty, were referred back to the Sen­ 
ate yesterday with the recommenda­ 
tion th at it be ratified. 
One amendment is to strike from 
the list of Hawaiian productions on 
the free list sandal and other fancy 
woods. The second adds to American 
productions on the free list starch,har­ 
ness, all manufactures of leather, and 
tobacco manufactured and in leaf. 
Senator Cameron is confident that 
both amendments will pass the Senate 
and the treaty be ratified. 


Reported Discoveries of Iron and Gold 
in Yuba. 


M a r y s v i l l e , March 
13th.—The 
party from San Francisco who are 
prospecting for iron ore, near W heat­ 
land, have succeeded in finding a 
vein of rich bearing rock, which they 
think will be developed into a rich 
iron mine. It is located about four 
miles above the bridge and nearly op­ 
posite Garden Bar. Immediately ad­ 
joining this Messrs. Robinson and 
Gillette, of Eureka, have discovered 
dirt very rich with coarse gold. They 
have located a mining claim and will 
proceed to constiuct a ditch and bring 
water from Bear river with which to 
operate. 


Danger or an Overllow. 


N e w O r l e a n s , March 12th.—State 
Engineer Thompson, after a careful 
survey along the river, reports danger 
from crevasses imminent. 


From the Black Mills. 


C h e y e n n e , March 13.— Four Black 
Hill miners arrived at Fort Laramie 
to-day, bringing favorable reports of 
the mineral resources of that district. 
They bring fine specimens of gold and 
silver, plumbago, lead and copper, and 
say there is more gypsum in the 
Black Hills than ten railroads could 
take away in fifty years. 
Many 
strangers now here are supposed to be 
bound for the bills, notwithstanding 
the orders of the Government to the 
contrary. 
The Indians are reported 
anxious to sell their right to the Gov­ 
ernment, but will not give it up w ith­ 
out pay.

dence went to prove that the man had 
been seen last about 5 or 6 o’clock 
Sunday afternoon, when he was com­ 
ing away from a ranch some one and 
one-half miles below in an intoxicated 
condition. 
A long scalp wound was 
found upon the top of the head, evi­ 
dently inflicted by some sharp instru­ 
ment some time before tire man’s 
deutl». It was not, however, consid­ 
ered sufficient cause in itself of death, 
and the jury attributed the demise to 
intoxication and exposure.

Paper Mill—A Proposition. 


Mr. S. A. Waldron, Secretary of Los 
Angeies Grange, lias kindly furnished 
us the following letter for publication: 


N a s h v i l l e , Tenn., March 2, '75. 
Mr. S. A. Waldron, Secretary of Lon 
Angeles Orange: 
D e a r S i r : I have seen in a copy 
of the Los Angeles H e r a l d of Janu­ 
ary 1st that a paper mill is demanded 
in your county. 
Also that a vote 
w as passed by the Grangers last July 
to build a mill. I am employed by 
the Rock City Paper Munfg. Co. of this 
place at present. I have friends in 
Los Angeles and am thinking of com­ 
ing out to your country. I have taken 
the liberty of writing to you for some 
information: 
1st. Have you commenced building 
a mill? If so, what is the capacity of 
it? If you have not commenced, will 
there be one built by your Society this 
Summer? 
2d. Will your Society build a mill 
and lease it for three or five years to 
some practical men (who are willing 
to work themselves) at a fair rate of 
interest, and who propose to make 
your country their future home? 
There are several men employed here 
who are anxious to find a pleasanter 
country. 
These men are practical 
paper-makers, and can run a mill suc­ 
cessfully. They would prefer to lease 
a mill. 
I have no doubt a mill would pay 
handsomely, not only to the owners 
and lessees, but to the farmers. Can 
straw be obtained readily? A good 
quality of papercan be made with from 
40 to 60 per cent. of straw. Can fuel 
be procured at a reasonable price? It 
requires a large amount of coal or 
wood to run a paper mill. 
Is there 
good water power in or near Los An­ 
geles, and can it bo obtained at a reas­ 
onable rate? 
O. W. S mith. 
We will answer the questions in 
turn, as far as we are able, not only 
for the benefit of the writer, but for 
the information of others who may 
have turned their eyes toward Los 
Angeles as an eligible point for manu­ 
facturing 
purposes. 
No 
definite 
movement has as yet been made to­ 
wards the construction of a paper mill. 
At the time when the resolution in 
question was passed by tbe Grange, a 
committee of City Councilmen and 
one from the District Council, Patrons 
of Husbandry, held a conference on 
the subject and selected a site, with 
water power suitable for mill. Liberal 
propositions were made at the time 
for practical paper 
manufacturers. 
There is a great abundance of straw to 
be had in the county, much of which 
now goes to waste or is used by farm­ 
ers for fertilizing. 
This, no doubt, 
could be purchased cheap and prove a 
benefit both for manufacturer and 
farmer. 
The item of fuel is of much 
greater importance, coal being worth 
from $2(1 to $22 per ton aud wood from 
$10 to $14 a cord. Los Angeles is des­ 
tined at no distant day to become a 
manufacturing place of much impor­ 
tance. 
By the zanjas or water ditches 
which lead to the city, a water power 
is supplied ready at hand which will 
furnish excellent facilities for manu­ 
factories of every kind. 
The subject, 
however, transcends the limits of a 
newspaper article, aud can only be 
well settled by the personal inquiries 
of practical men. To such we extend 
a cordial invitation to oomo and sea 
tiie natural advantages ottered here. 
The capitalists of Los Angeles will ex­ 
tend liberal propositions to those who 
muy thus interest themselves. 


The Bonanza Man In Quod. 


The San Francisco Call of the 11th 
inst. has the following: 
The official gauge of the grape 
brandy seized at Tarbox & Curtis’ dis­ 
tillery (the officers having finished 
pumping out the underground vats) 
shows 61,702 proof gallons seized at 
Los Angeles, besides which six pipes, 
1,600 proof gallons, shipped from there 
under re-used stamps, were seized a 
short time before in San Francisco, 
making a total of 63,302 proof gallons 
seized. 
In addition to which was 
seized the valuable distillery property 
at Los Angeles, worth probably from 
$30,000 to $40,000. 
Warrants were is­ 
sued for tiie arrest of E. T. Tarbox,the 
nominal proprietor, and Luoien Cur­ 
tis, the superintendent. 
Tarbox has 
been arrested in this city and bound 
over to appear before the next United 
States Grand Jury, in the sum of $10,­ 
000, with James Laidley as security.

A Projected Revolt Prevented. 


The State Prison at Sail Quentin 
contains over 1,100 convicts, among 
whom are some of the worst crimi­ 
nals, the most desperate uieu in the 
United States. 
These prisoners are 
confined in a walled parallelogram. 
All of the prison buildings are within 
the walls, which vary in height from 
25 to 30 feet. 
The prisoners are held 
in check, not by the strong walls and 
barred gates, but by about forty-five 
guards armed with Henry rifles. The 
fear of these rifles, according to the 
statement of prison officers, prevents 
serious ementes. 
During the latter 
part of February, however, some of 
the prisoners arranged a plan for es­ 
cape in spite of rifle influence, and for 
ten days a gang of twenty men were 
preparing for an outbreak. 
The secret 
reached the ears of the prison authori­ 
ties, and about the time the conspira­ 
tors were ready for business the officers 
drove them into a large room under a 
strong guard. 
Upon searching the 
desperadoes, for such they nearly all 
proved to be, it was discovered that 
they were armed with knives and 
other weapons and a set of false keys. 
It was fortunate for all concerned that 
the suppression of the conspirators was 
accomplished without the shedding of 
blood. The misguided men who were 
engaged in conspiring against the 
prison authorities will, of course, lose 
all their credits for good conduct, if 
any such they possessed, and the con­ 
finement will be more irksome than 
ever.—S. F. Bulletin, March llfA. 


Origin of the God Hymen. 


Dauchet, the French poet, tells us, 
respecting the Deification of Hymen, 
that he was a^young man of Athens, 
obscurely born, hut extremely hand­ 
some. 
Falling in love with a young 
lady of distinction, he disguised him ­ 
self in a female habit, in order to get 
access to her and enjoy the pleasure of 
her company.

where he told his adventure to all the 
parents, and demanded her he loved 
in marriage as her ransom. 
His re­ 
quest was granted, aud so fortunate 
was the marriage, that the name of 
Hymen was ever afterward invoked 
in all future nuptials, and iu progress 
of time the Greeks enrolled him among 
the gods.
